‘Upper-hand under weak hings, whereof there have 
been many in England. 

Was the Parliament as powerful under the re- 
nowned hings ? 


A. It did no more than barely pat their Commands 
in Execution, and had only the Power of approving 


their Defigns. Edu ri Il, Henry IV, V, VU, and 


VIII, and Queen Elizabeth made the Parliament 
fubfervieat to their Will; but it has not been fo plia- 
ble fince. 


2. Why fo? 

. Becaufe it is generally compofed of two Parties, 
whereof the firft, who are fo many Creatures of the 
C ourt, feldom fail of being balanced by the Defen- 
ders of the Liberty and Privileges of their Country. 

"T'was this mutual Oppofttion ” th: ut Occafioned the 
Death of Charles the Firft, and all the Revolutions 
that have happened fince that ‘Time. 

. Are thefe the only Steps by which the Parlia- 
ment has rifen to this exalted Power ? 

4. We mutt likewife add, the great Love fome 
ings have had for Favourites, aad the Hatred which 
the Eng/t/> bear to all thofe who are in Favour ; and 
as Favourites have never had any Power but under 
weak Kings, it was no difficult Matter for the great 
Men of the Kingdom to give the Government what- 
ever form they thought proper ; but the Ambition of 
certain Men has carried Matters to ftill greater Lengths. 

2, What Methods did they employ ? 

A. Some Princes, whofe Aim was to feize upon the 
Crown, fought out Methods to give fome Colour to 
their Ujurpation : This they often were not able to 
effect, but by laying feveral Crimes to the Charge of 
the reigning Monarch ; and as it was neceflary to 
have a Power which might take Cognizance of thefe 
Crimes, they have made Choice of the Parliament, 
waich, by the undoubted Right it has of regulating 
the Succeflion to the Crown, has, by this Means, fre- 
quently pronounced the Fate of thefe Monarchs. 

What Example have we of this? 

The Parliament call’d Eaward II. to account, 
by order of his Queen and his eldeft Son; and with 
their Confent depoled him, and placed Eadzvard III. 
on the ‘Throne. The Divifions between the Houfes 
of dors and Lancafler furnifh us with a great Num- 
ber of Examples of this Kind. 

Pray relate fome of thefe ? 

Edward IV. cauled Henry VI. to be declared 
unworthy of wearing the Crown; had him depofed 
and condemn’d to perpetual Imprifonment. Henry 


having gained all the Advantages over his Enemy he 
could poilibly have wifhed, caus’d him to be « 
demn ‘d to be beheaded, as a? of Hich-Treafo:

9, W ho are thofe that have Seats in the Houte of 
Peers? 

A. The King, the Princes of the Blood, the Bi- 
fhops, Dukes, Marquifles, Earls, Vifcounts, and Ba- 
rons, or Lords, whofe Number, including the fixteen 
Peers that ferve for Scot/and, generally amounts to 
near two hundred ; and by a Statute made 30 Car. I], 
the Lords that centorm not to the Proteltantr Re- 
ligion, no longer fit, or give their Votes in the Houfe 
of Lords. 

2, Do not others fit there occafionally ? 

A. Yes; the Judges, the King’s Council at Law, 
and the Mafters in Chancery, when called to give 
their Advice in Point of Law: But they are not to 
fit in the King’s Prefence without his Leave. Add 
to thefe the Clerk of the Crown, and Clerk of Par- 
liament; the lalt of whom has two Under Clerks, 
who write, kneeling, behind him. 

2, Who are thofe that compefe the Honfe of 
Commons? 

A. ‘The two Deputies, or Repre/entatives, of each 
of the forty Counties, into which Eng/and is divided ; 
thofe of the twenty-fix Cities, each of which hath a 
Right to fend two, except the City of Londen, which 
fends four ; the Reprefentatives of tne Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge ; the Barons of the Cinque- 
Ports, and 330 Burgefles of 168 ‘Towns in Exgland, 
each of which fends one or two, according to their 
Privileges ; 24 from the“Towns of the Principality of 
Wales; and laftly, the 45 from Scot/and, making in 
all 58 Members: But if forty are prefent, they con- 
ftitute a Houle. 

2. Whence are thefe Reprefentatives ele&ed ? 

4. Moft commonly from among the Sons or Rela- 
tions of the Nob.lity and Gentlemen of good Eftate : 
And the Counties, in order to do themfelves more 
Honour, often make Choice of the Sons of Dukes, 
Marquiffes, Earls, and Lords, when they have pafied 
their one and twentieth Year, which is the Age ap- 
pointed by the Laws, 

In what does the Authority of the Parliament 
coniiit ?

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4. In making new Laws, reviving or abrogating 
old ones: And no Law is made without being read 
three times in both Houfes, and having at lait the 
Roval Affent. Buta Bill of Indemnity, coming from 
the Throne, has only one reading in cach Houte. 

2, Muft all Laws be firft begun in the Houte of 
Lords? 

A. No; it is indifferent in which Houfe a Law 1s 
firft propofed ; except Subfidy Bills, which mutt be 
begun by the Commons, and brought in by Order of 
the Houte. 

2, In what is the Bufinefs of the Houfe of Lords 
diftinct from the Commons ? 

A. They may try Caufes of Life and Death; and 
in civil Caufes give final Sentence in Appeals from all 


other Courts. And in Cates of Felony and Treafon, | 


have a Right of trying their own Peers; and in all 
other Cafes where the Commons impeach. 

2, What is the peculiar Bufinefs of the Houfe of 
Commons? 

A. To examine Ele€tions ; to expel their own Mem- 
bers ; tocommit them, or others, to Prifon ; to pre- 
fent publick Grievances to be redrefied, and publick 
Delinquents to be punifhed. ‘To which Purpofe,when 
the Parliament is fitting, the Commons have the 
Power of impeaching any Perfon, how great foever, 
before the Lords, who are the Judges. But their 
ercateft Prerogative is their preparing Moncy-Bills, 
which I mentioned before. 

2. What Method is taken in propojing any new 
Law ? 

A. Itis put into Writing, and brought in by fome 
one Member, and feconded by another. Every Mem- 
ber may {peak for, or againft it once: but muit not 
make any Reply in a fecond Speech, unlefs in Com- 
mittees, Whether felect ones, or of the whole Houfe. 

2). Where is the Parliament held? 

1. Where-ever the King pleafes; but it has, for 
thefe mary Years, been held in //'e/lminfer.

2. FN what does the Clergy of Exgland confit ? 
A. \n two Archbifhops, wiz. of Canterbury 

and Joré, 24 Bifhops, 20 Deans of Chapters, 60 
Archdeacons, 554 Prebends, and upwards of g70co 
Rectors and Vicars of Parifhes, each of whom have 
the Care of one Church, and fometimes of more, and 
a great Number of Curates under them, who are all 
epiicopal Clergy. 

~. What Authority have the two Archbifhops ? 

4. Yhe Archbihop of Canter/ury is the arit Peer 
of the Realm, and takes Place of all, except the Royal 
Family. He ufually crowns the hing or Queen, and 
is always one of the Lords of the Privy Council. The 
Archbifhop of Yoré takes Place of all Peers, next to 
him, except the Lord Chancellor; and ufually crowns 
the Queen Confort. ‘I'he one is fliled Primate of 
England, the other, of all England. ‘They both, by 
the Aing’s Mandate, call the Clergy of their reipec- 

i. 
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tive Diocefes to Convocation; are both Prefidents ot 
it, and prorogue and diflolve it at the Direétion of the 
King. ‘They cenfure other Bithops within their Pro- 
vince ; appoint Coadjutors to other Bithops, when in 

firm ; have their Court of Arches, to which lie Ap- 
peals from the Courts of other Bilhops, and have the 
Probate of Wills ; have the Option of any one Dig- 
nity in the Gift of every Bifhop confecrated or con- 
firmed by him ; at leaft the former has this Privilege 

2. What Authority have the Bifhops? 

A. They confer Orders, and confirm; give Mini 
fters leave to preach ; and perform the reft of the pal- 
toral Functions in their feveral Diocefes. 

2, What are Deans and Chapters ? 

A. ‘They were anciently a Body of Clergy, as 
ftanding Council to the Bifhop; lived with him in his 
Cathedral, and were maintained by him; till by De- 
grees their Dependance on him grew lefs, and they 
had diftinet Parcels of his Ettate afligned them, and 
were made collegiate Bodies; and they now have not 
only Authority within their own Body, but fometunes 
ecclefiattical Jurifdiction in feveral neighbouring Pa- 
rifhes and Deanaries; and, generally, temporal Ju- 
rifdiction, to hold Courts of Pleas within their own 
Manors. 

2. Are there no other Deans, befides Deans of 
Chapters ? 

A. Yes; the Deans of Croyden in Surrey, Battle in 
Suffex, and Bocking in Efex, and {ome few other are 
Deans without any Chapter, but have a peculiar Sort 
of Jurifdi¢iion; Deans of the Chaple Royal. Sx. 
George's Chaple at Windjor ; Rippon and Guern/ey are 
only honorary Deans, without Jurifdiction. ‘There 
were likewile rural Deans, or Arch-Prefbyters, who, 
under the Bifhop and Archdeacon, had the peculiar 
Care of thofe Diftricts into which our Diocefes are flill 
divided, called Deanaries. ‘Their Authority and Ufe 
is now almoft wholly lott, few Diocefes having any ; 
and in thele they are but annually chofen by the 
Clergy at their Vifitations ; and their Bufinefs is enly 
to make an Entertainment for their Brethren. 

), What is the Office of an Archdeacon ? 

4. He was chofe anciently, from among the Dea. 
cons, to be an Affiltant likewile to the Bifhop ; but 
by the Act of Uniformity, he is now obliged to be in 
Prieft’s Orders. And whereas the Bifhop makes a 
V ifitation of his Diocefe once in three Years, ‘tis the 
Archdeacon’s Office to vifit it for him the other two. 

©. Which is the moft confiderable Sect in England? 

_/, Vhat of the Preibyterians; and this feeims the 
more fo, becaufe many other Setts, which agree with 
them in one common Principle of rejecting Epilcopa- 
cy, go under that Denominauon. 

2, Name me the other Sects. 

4A, Thofe of the Independants, the Anabaptitts, the 
Quakers ; to whom we may add the Arians, Philadel- 
phians, and many more; not to mentionthe Roman Ca- 
tholicks, whofe Eftates are doubly taxed, and are de 
barred from prefenting to Livings, but in other Refpect:

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Continuation of Axson’s Voyage round the World. 


took up three Weeks of a Voyage, already too long ; 
tor 70 of the Sick died, who, had they been put a- 
fhore, might probably have recovered. 
At laft the long wifhed-for Ifland appeared, but the 
Scurvy was fo inveterate, that, for fome Time after 
their landing, they buried 6 or 7 People every Day, 
and it was but by almoft imperceptible Degrees, that 
the lealt affected grew better. ‘The Centurion reached 
the Ifland but two Days before the Tria/ Sloop, which 
had fufter'd little le’s; 34 of her Crew had perifhed, 
and tbe Captain, Lieutenant, and three Men, were 
all who were able to work the Ship. This fpeedy 
Meeting gave them great Hopes that they fhould 
fhortly be joined by their Companions; but it was 
the z21ft of ‘Zune before they perceived another Sail, 
which foon after difappeared, but on the 26th came 
again in fight, and was known to be the Gloucefter. 
Mr. Anfon, fenfible, by the Damage of his own Ship, 
of the diftrefled Condition of the other, haftened off 
to her a Boat, laden with Water, Refrefhments, and 
what was ftill more neceflary, a Reinforcement of Sea- 
men. Never was Relief more feafonable, nor ever 
was there a more affecting Sight. Two Thirds of 
the Ship's Company had died, and thofe who ftill re- 
mained alive, were, except the Officers and their Ser- 
vants, reduced to the utmof Extremity. A Pint of 
Water was now their daily Allowance, and this was 
fo near fpent, that in a few Days they muft all have 
perithed with Thirft. This had certainly been their 
Fate, if the Winds had continued contrary, which for 
a whole Month drove them off from an Ifland, to 
which they had approached very near. All their 
I'fforts to land had proved ineffeCtual, and their Wa- 
ter and Provifions, with which they had been more 
than once fupply'd, being f{pent, they abandoned them- 
felves to Defpair, which was aggravated by the Sight 
of a Place, in which they knew there was Plenty of 
Provifions. But thefe terrible Apprehenfions were dif- 
fipated by the fortunate Change of the Wind, on the 
28th of July, which carried them into the Bay where 
the two other Ships rode. The Complement of the 
Gloucefter was reduced to 80 Men; but, though they 
were all fick, a much lefs Number died, when afhore, 
than thofe of the Centurion; which mutt, doubtlefs, 
be attributed to the falutary Effects of the Commo- 
dore’s Refrefhments, which had prepared their Bodies 
for a more {peedy Recovery. 
As to the Viétuallers, one of them had been dif- 
charged foon after their leaving Maatira, the other 
did not arrive at Juan Fernandex till Auguft. She 
was the more welcome, as fhe had a Supply of Bread, 
and, like the reft of the Squadron, was given over as 
being either loft or returned back. As fhe was a more 
camberfome Ship, and had fewer Hands on board, it 
was feared that fhe would appear to have fuffered {till 
more than the others; but, om the contrary, they per- 
ceived, with Aftonifhment, that not fo much as her 
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Rigging was damaged ; for, indeed, fhe was but jut 
come from a Harbour, which the Crew fortunately 
difeovered, when on the Point of perifhing. On the 
16th of May, as they wese driving along the Coatt 
of the Continent, in the Lat. of 45° 30° South, they 
perceived a narrow Inlet, through which they failed, 
and found themfelves in a fafe and commodious Har- 
bour. Here the 16 Men, who were all the Crew, 
remained 2 Months, folacing themfelves with the Wa- 
ter, and other Refrefhments, which the Soil afforded. 
Their Apprehenfions were theonly Altay to their Plea- 
fure; they durft not venture up the Country for Fear 
of the Spaniards,and Natives, whom they imagined to 
be a cruel and gigantic Race. Thefe Fears were, how- 
ever, groundlefs; for, during their whole Stay, they 
faw only one /ndian Family, confilting of a Man, his 
Wife, and Children, who came thither in a Canoe. 
To prevent being betrayed by them, they prudently 
brought them on board, and endeavoured, by the 
kindeft Ufage, to reconcile them to their Confinement. 
The Man appeared to be a Perfon of uncommon Sa- 
gacity, of which he gave a notable Proof, in the Re- 
covery of his Liberty. One ftormy Night, he took 
the Opportunity of a Scuttle’s being lett open, and 
carry’d off all his Family in one of the Ship’s Boats ; 
at the fame Time turning all the others adrift, thac 
they might not purfue him. ‘The Noife of his Oars 
gave them the firft Notice of his Efcape, but he was 
then out of their Reach. ‘Tho’ his Flight renewed 
their Fears, they were fo touched with the Merit of 
a Man, who had rifked every Thing to regain his Li- 
berty, that, left he fhould perifh in the Woods for 
Want of Food, they carry’d thither fome Provifions, 
and afterwards difcovered, with inexpreflible Pleafure, 
that he had found and made ufe of them. Soon after 
the Ship put again to Sea, and in a fhort Time joined 
the Centurion. 

The Wager Man of War, of the fame Squadron, 
was not fo fortunate. As the neceffary Stores and Im- 
plemerts for befieging Baldiva, were on board this 
Ship, the Captain was very defirous te rendezvouz 
at the Ifland of Socora; but the Vielence of the 
Wind, the Rocks on the Coaft, the ill Behaviour of 
his Crew, and the bad Condition of the Ship occa- 
fioned its Wreck. ‘The 130 Men who were on board, 
got fafe on Shore, and immediately divided into Par- 
ties, and quarrelled among themfelves. Could they 
have imagined they were fo near the Victualler, as in- 
deed they were, it might have brought them to a 
better Temper. This Veflel was not above 30 Leagues 
from them, and might have carry’d them all to the 
Ifland of fuan Fernandez, whither the Captain in- 
fifted upon going ; and reprefented to his Men, that 
it would be no difficult. Matter to feize fome Spe- 
ni/o Vefiels near the Ifland of Chi/oe, and that, all 
Things duly weighed, there was lefs Hazard in pro- 
ceeding, than in going back. But his imperious Man- 
ner, and an Aét of extreme Violence, which he com- 
mitted, caufed the Majority of his Crew to mutiny, 
who,

who, having confined him, left him, with 16 of his 
Partizans, on that barren and defolate Ifland ; and 
{towing themielves clofe in the long Boat, they failed 
through the Streights of Mege//an. ‘Their Want of 
Provifions could not be relieved, the Coatt being ei- 
ther barren, or inaccefible ; fo that half their Num- 
ber had perifhed when they reached Brafil. The 
{mall Company which adhered to their Captain, were 
till more unfortunate ; for afier many vain Fforts to 
make their Way Nort):wards in the Boats which were 
left them, being reduced from 16 to 3, by a Series 
of Hardflips, they were obliged to furrender them- 
felves to the Sponiare’s at Chiloe. ‘There the Captain 
and his 2 Fellow Sufferers were entertain’d with great 
Humanity, carried over to C4i/i, and at length, ac- 
cording to the Cartel, fent back to England 

Thus, of the whole Squadron, only two Men of 
War, the Sloop, and the Victualler, joined each o- 
ther. ‘he latter being now unferviceable, as all the 
Provifions had been taken out of her, and too much 
camaged to venture on a Return to Europe, was, foon 
after her Arrival, deftroy’d, and the Men put onboard 
the other Ships ; and, indeed, a Supply of Hards 
was what they wanted moft. Of g61 Men, which 
thofe four Ships had on board, 625 had died, and 
the Survivors were fo debilitated and depreiled, that 
their Hopes of executing their Defigns gave way to 
Apprehenfions of an Attack from the Enemy. Some 
broken Pjtchers, with Heaps of Cinders, and the 
Bones of Fifhes lately eaten, which they found upon 
the Shore, made them conclude, that the' Spani 
Squadron had out-failed them, and was in queft of 
tnem. 

The Engl had the fir Account of the Mifcar- 
riage of the Span7/5 Fleet from a Prize ; which, as it 
removed their Apprehenfions, fhewed, at the fame 
‘Lime, that they had been but too well grounded. 
The'span:/> Admiral had fent an Account of his Mif- 
fortunes to the Vice-Roy, in which he added, that as 
the Fxe/i had been more venturous, fo poflibly they 
might be more fortunate ; but that, in this Cafe, as 
tey mult have juflered greatly, and could put in only 
at Juon Fernanges, it was only ‘ending a few Ships 
to wait tor them, which, 1a tacir weak Condition, 
might eatily take and dettroy them. ‘The V ice-Roy 
accordingly had cupatched 4 Ships from Ca/ac, one 
of 50, two of 40, and one of 20 Guns, to intercept 
the Remainder of the Exglij> Squadron. But after 
Waiting till the 6th of June to no Purpofe, near Con- 
ception Bay, in the Ifland of Yuan Fernandez, they 
had failed away, being perfuaded that the Englifs had 
either given Over their Enterprize, or had all perifh- 
ed ; and the Vice-Roy, who was of the fame Opi- 
nion, difcharged them at their Return, and took off 
the Embargo on the Merchant Ships in his Ports. 

T his News, which not only accounted for the bro- 
ken Pitchers, Fifh-bones, and Afhes, which Mr. 4r- 
/ox found on his Arrival there, but alfo removed all 
his Fears of being over-powered by the Enemy, and 
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encouraged him to cruife with his Squadron along the 
Coaft of Cai/i and Perv. ‘This Cruiie was fo fuccels- 
ful, that every one of his Ships took rich Prizes, aad 
would have taken more, had not the Yr:a/ Sloop 
been fo damaged, that the Time of the Paflage of 
moit of the Ships from Calas to Vaiparifio, was lott 
in affifting, lightening, and, at length, deftroying that 
Sloop. In order to facilitate the Taking of l’rizes, 
by an Appearance of fuperior Strength, Mr. u/n/on 
fitted up the Ships which he took, and ftationed them 
in different Places, out of Sight of the Shore. Buta 
Veffel, which, after a long Chace, had got clear from 
the Gloucefter, informed the Governor of Payra that 
the Enemy was on the Coait; who fent an Account 
of it to the Vice-Roy by an Exprefs ; {fo that, trom 
that Time, few Spamiji Ships ventured out ot Har- 
bour. However, tke Augiifs fell in with one, jult 
come from Payta, which informed them that they 
had been difcovered, and gave them a particular Ac- 
count both of the Treafure and Forces which were 
in that Place. This immediately determined the 
Commodore to attempt the Taking of it, before the 
Governor could get the Treafure removed farther in- 
to the Country. To prevent any Alarm, Mr. dn/on, 
as foon as Night came on, fent away three Boats, in 
which were 58 Men, who, favourd by the Dark- 
nefs, and guided by the Prifoners, came into the Bay 
undifcover'd ; but here they were perceived by a 
Spani/> Bark, and the People on board, by their Out- 
cries, gave the Alarm to the Inhabitants, who ran 
together confufedly, and the Fort fired feveral ‘Times ; 
however, the Englif having landed at one of the 
Ends of the Town, marched along the Streets fhout- 
ing, (which intimidated their Enemies) and dividin 

themfelves into two Bodies, they made themfelves 
Matters, at the fame Time, of the Fort and Gover- 
nor’s Houfe. The Spaniards being thus {urprized in 
the Night, leap’d from their Beds, and fled with fuch 
Precipitation, as not to ftay for their Cloaths. ‘The 
Governor himfelf left behind him a young Bride, to 
whom he had been married but two Days ; and who, 
had it not been for two Soldiers, lefs expeditious than 
their Commander, who carried her off without a 
Shift, muft have become a Prifoner to the Conquer- 
ors.

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Continuation of the SURVEY of the CREATION 
of INSECTS; from Mr. Parker's Survey of 
the Six Days Work of the Creation. 


Summer, on which they live in Winter, and alfo to be the 
Referve of a new Progeny which they fend abroad the 
fucceeding Summer. 

L alfo obferved, that the Gentleman above-mentioned, 
feldom chofe to dettroy his Bees to take their Honey, as 
the Practice ot {ome is, but would pretty early in the 
Summer, drive his Bees out of the Hive, which they had 
wetty neatly ftored, jnto an ae one, by covering them 
‘abe with a Sheet or Bianket, and applying the Borrom of 
the empty Hive, rubbed within with Honey, to the Paf 
{age or Door of the full one, and then beating upon the 
fuil Hive with a fimall Stick, the Bees leave the tull Hive 
of Honey and retire into the empty one, which he then 
placed in the Room of the other ; where the poor Bees, in 
this new and unitored Habitation, go to work again, 
with their urmoft Diligence, and get what Provifions they 
can the remaining Part of the Summer, for their Winter's 
Relief, which fometimes they do if the Summer favours 
to Satisfaction, otherwife this Owner takes Care to hel 
their Wants as he {ees their Occafions require, as indeed it 
is his Duty as well as Interett. 

But though thefe come within the Management of Men, 
yet they come not within their Inftructions, nor do J difs 
cover that any of thefe Tribes I am now {peaking of do: 
But their Intelligence feems entirely confined to one and 
the fame Way of acting, and to be influenced, in every 
Species, by one and the fame Method, according to their 
Kinds, which, though they may be prevented by Man, 
yet can never be otherwife inftructed by him. 

We may, indeed obferve, that they enjoy the Senfes 
common to other Animals, and that in fuch Degrees as fuit 
beft their different Occafions and Way of Life ; fome ac- 
cordingly enjoy one and fome another Senfe, as bett fuirs 
their Purpofes, quicker than the reit. 

But as all Animals are in general endued with Life and 
Perception, and the common Senfations of Seeing, Hear- 
ing, Fecling, Smelling and Tatting, they mutt neceffarily 
be capable ot having Bleafare or Pain conveyed to them 
thereby, and trom thence will be directed to aét: And 
therefore, for their own Advantage of Eafe and Pleafure, 
will endcavour to fhun whatever appears difagreeable and 
hurtful, and willembrace whatever offers and affords them 
Satisfaction, Eafe, and Pleafure. 

And thefe Things we find in all Degrees of Animals, 
from the higheft ro the loweft Degree of Intelligence. 

And may we not difcover the Ufe of Reafon in thefe 
AGs? Is it not a reafonable Way of acting ? Let us confider, 
whether it is more reafonable to actin Unitormity or out 
of it? 

Solomon certainly afcribes Wi’dom to the Ant ; and fends 
the Sluggard to her to learn Wifdom. And if her Ways 
are inftructive to him, and worthy of his Imitation, tho’ 
we find the whole Species to a¢t in one and the fame Way, 
then certainly they at not unreafonably, becaufe rhey act 
in Uniformity ; but for that Reafon they att wifely : They 
muit therefore be allowed to have {uch Degrees ot Reafon, 
asexadtly fuit their Conveniences and Ways of Life, and to 
guard,asmuch as poffible againft common accidental Detri- 
ments : And it muit be Wifdom in them to a& {0 as will 
beit coniift with theirownWelfare and Prefervation ; nay, 
to act otherwife, as ir would fhew Irrationality in them, 
therefore it muft be reafonable in them to 2ét as they do; 
and how any Animal can act reafonably without Reafon, 
I cannor yet difcover: Butas they have never been found 
to act contrary to Reafon, they are fitly offered as a Pat- 
tern of Man’s Imitation, whofe fuperior Reafon, -—

With what Induitry and Diligence do the Ants labour in 
Summer, tolay up Provifion in their Store-houfes for the 
Winter? With what Care, Tendernefs and Affection will 
they ufe all poflible Means to preferve their Young, and 
expofe themielves to the greareit Dangers to fecure them, 
never leaving them expoted or forfaken, but will remove 
them from Piaces they think dangerous, to others of more 
Safety ; fometimes from one Side of their little Hills to the 
other, as fuited beft for their Conveniences of proper 
Warmth, and to fecurethem from the Dangers ot Colds or 
Rains. 

‘ Sir Edcvard King, who was very curious in examining 
‘ into the Generation of Ants, obferves their great Care 
‘ and Diligence. 1. About their Sperm, or true Eggs, which 
‘ isa fine white Subitance like Sugar, which they dili- 
‘ gently gather together into an Heap when {cattered ; 
and on which they lie in Multitudes (I fuppofe by Way 
‘ 9f Incubation: ) 2.I have obferved, fayshe, in Summer, 
‘ that in the Morning they bring up thofe of their Young 
‘ (called Ant Eggs) towards the Top of the Bank: So 
‘that you may trom Ten in the geome until Five or 
‘ Six inthe Atternoon, find them near the Top for the 
moft Part on the South Side of the Bank. But towards 
‘ Seven or Eight at Night, if it be cool or likely to rain, 
« you may dig a Foot deep before you can find them.’ 

I fhall only amongft thefe numerous Species of Infeés 
further take Notice in particular of the uncommon Vora. 
cioufnefs of the Spiders, who will devour other Creatures 
much larger than themfelves. As the Spider has no Neck, 
it is obferved, they are accommodated with a greater Num. 
ber of Eyes, placed in the Fore-part of the Head; fo that 
their Particularity in their Multiplicity of Eyes, which is 
not to be obferved in any other Creatures, that I have 
heard of, thews them to be the moft voracious Animal ac- 
cording to their Sizes ; and this Provifion enables them to 
have Eyes every Nig Bosse their Prey. 

Her Cunning in betraying and catching her Prey, is 
beautifully defcribed by Mr, Philips, in his Splendid Shilling, 
i which Simile he illuftrates his Difcanr upon Catch. 
poles, 

weneeweeeeeee SO her difembowell’d Web, 

The Spider in a Hall or Kitchen ipreads ; 
Obvious to vagrant Flies fhe fecret {tands 
Within the woven Cell ; the humming Prey, 
Regardlefs of their Fate, rufh on the Toils 
Inextricable ; nor will aught avail, 

Their Arts, or Arms, or Shape, or lovely Hue, 
The Wafp infiduous, and the buzzing Drone, 
And Butterfly, proud of her expanded Wings, 
Diftinét with Gold, entangled in her Snare 
Ufeleis Refiftance make ; with eager Strides 
She tow’ring fliesto her expected Spoils. 
Then, with envenom’d Jaws, the vital Blood 
Drinks cf reluétant Foes, and to her Cave 
Their bulky Carcafes triumphant drags. 


Thave very often fet Flies at Liberty, and preferved 
them from the Jaws of Spiders, when they had been en- 
tangled in their Webs; and when I have difengaged them, 
and afterwards taken fome Time to remove the Bandages 
that remained about them ; I have imagined, betides a 
{ee ae et in them for their Deliverance, a Kind of 
Gratitude fhewed me in return, in the beft Manner I 
could expect from them. 

_Now having judged the Spider worthy of Death for at- 
i pung the Death of the Fly, and actually deftroying all 
fhe could ; [ have, with a Feather dipped in fweet Oi), 
snointed the Head of the Spider, which in a few Minutes 
after has died upon it. 
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From whence Iconclude, that it is by a venomous Sting 
that Spiders kill their Prey, fince {weet Oil thar acts againrt 
Poifon fofoon dettroys them. Dr. Derbam tells us, that 
Mr. Leevoenlock put a Spider and a Fiog in a Glats toge- 
ther, and the Spider ftung the Frog to Death in about an 
Hour’s Time. Yet he fays, that feveral Perfons, as well 
as Birds, have been knownro {wallow them without hurt, 
from whence Dr. Nathariel Fairfax judged them not ve- 
nomous : And that he himfelt had knowna Perfon ot 
Learning, who was adviled to ule them medicinally at 
firit, would afterwards, at any Time, {wallow them, ai- 
firming them to be fweet and weil iaited, But lec them 
that fo like them, enjoy them for me. 

I fhall now only farther obferve fome other Things ge- 
nerally rematkable through the whole Tribes of thele A- 
nimais. As, 

Their different Securities aga‘nft Winter and Propagations. 

Some of them undergo different Kinds of States, and 
Denominations of Infects, as being frit Maggots, then 
Worms, and at lait winged Fiies. 

The Butterfly eie&s her Seed chiefly upon Cabbages, 
where it is nourifhed and fed_ till it becomes a Caterpillar, 
and in this State remains ali Winter, and thefc, alwaysin 
due Time before Winter, retire in great Companies to 
Plaees of Security, creeping up Walls and Potts ot Houfes, 
and by the Help of fome difembowclled Filaments, they 
hang themfelves to Cielings ; in Country Vilages, creep 
intothe Thatch of Houfes, and {ecure themfelves from Wet 
and Cold, and continue thus in a State of Reft, and with. 
out Action, till, by the Warmth of the next approaching 
Summer, they are tranfmuted into Butterflies, 

The various Ways of different Infects in the Propaga- 
tion of their Species may be {een largely treated on by 
Dr. Derbam, (in his Phifico-Theolozy) who has diligently 
enquired into thefe nice Speculations: But, as it is not 
my Purpofe to enter upon many Particulars, I fhall only 
here take Notice in general, that each Species with the 
moft natural Care and Tendernc{s, and urmoit Regard, 
take the propereit Methods in their Propagations tor the 
Prefervation and Encreafe of their Progeny. 

Few of them breed in the Way of other Animals ; for 
thofe, that produce their Species by Eggs, do, each of 
them, generally repofit them in Places tor both their 
Hatching and Nourifhment. Thof€ that do it by Sperm 
eject it into proper Receptacles that ‘Will fecure it in the 
Embrio, (Accidents excepted) and alfo afford it proper 
Nourifhment tillit becomes capable of Action in the Sphere, 
or firft State of its Species. Some Kinds eyeét their Seeds 
into Leaves of Trees; fome into Fruits of one Kind, and 
fome into Fruits of another Kind, fome into the Flefh of 
Animals, €¥c. and fome, whofe Subtiitance is moft in 
the Waters, lodge their Seeds there, andevery of them 
in fuch places as beft fuits with the Security, Nourifhment 
and Productions of their Progeny. 

And it is alfo obfervable, that the fmalleft Animalcules, 
which are moft expofed to Dangers, and are made Preys or 
in great Multitudestogether, are furprizingly numerous ir 
their Increafe ; fo, that though vaft Numbers are every 
Day in Summer, that Way deftroyed, and many more, 
notwithitanding their Care for Security, do accidenrally 
perifh in Winter, yet the prodigious Multitudes thar do 
appear every Summer, trait neceffarily fhew their Pro- 
duétions, are as extraordinary as the SmalinefS of their 
Sizes: And as thefe Animalcules are tound on the Surtace 
ot the Waters, ’tis very probable alfo, that many of them 
float in the Air, they being eaquenty found on the Tops 
of Houfes, in Water-Pots, and the like. 

And that all of thefe, from the greateft to the leaft, do 
propagate by Male and Female, and are in tne Seed of thie

‘hen 1 came into Popith Countries, there I met 
with Cathedrals again, many’s the one, of which I 
was very glad too ; and fo was our ohn. But, when 
I went into them at firft, I would not d’off my Hat, 
becaufe they belonged to Popifo Idvlatry: ’Till at 
Jatt a fat Parfon, without either a Shirt or a Pair of

meet with a Chriftian in thefe outlandifh Countries. 

Since I came from Home, | have feen, among other 
ftrange Sights, one Man plowing with one Horte ; 
which to be fure faves a Number of Money. 1 with 
Father, you had as much Senfe in England. Our ‘John 
will try to do it when we come Home, if you will 
fubmit yourfelf to be advifed by him and me. 

The French Folks don't live fo well as we do in 
England, and our Beef is fatter than theirs by at leatt 
an Inch on the Rib, and they never make any Pudding 
at all.

Father, you had the Senfe to be as wife in England. 
A great Quantity of the French Parfons be out of Con- 
ceit with the Government that rules at prefent, but 
our Yobn fays, The red Coats will make them hiow 
themfelves. 

This big Town of Paris isa main big Town, and 
has a Power of Hackney Coaches in it, My C oaths, 
with the Silver Buttons, is as frefh as if { had put ¢¢ on 
but Yelterday, as our John cante!l. I wore it two 
Days ago ata Ball, where there was a good many 
fine Folks, but I find they don’t know much of Coun- 
try Dances here; for when I called for Mo/l Placket, 
and afterwards for Bury Fair, the Fidlers knew nothing 
of them, and no more did not the Company. ‘There 
was a Colonel there that look’d very hard at me; I 
doubted he was going to prefs me for a l'rooper, and 
fo I ftole fofi!ly down Stairs and run Home, and our 
John with me, as hard as we could drive,
